Kathy Suahan, head coach of the CSUS 
softball team, nghtly refused to play adouble 
header versus Cal on Wednesday because 
the Bears didn’t want to play with one bat 
ued behind their back 

Strahan advised Cal that she would not 
play in a game where these bats were going 
to be used— she didn’t 

Strahan made her 


concem was purely for the 


point clear that her 
safeiy of the 
players, and that the offensive disadvantage 
was Of no major concern 

However the Bears, who have already lost 
three games to the Hornets this season, stub 
bornly declined Strahan’s request 

UCLA is the only other opponent the 
Hornets have faced this season which uses 
the utanium bat. Following Strahan’s re 
quest to the UCLA coaching staff for the bats 
not to be used, the Bruins decided to play the 
game with aluminum bats, just as it has been 
played since as far as | can remember 

The bat is clearly unsafe for use at any 
level. It comes with a warning label on the 
wrapper, as well as another warning painted 
directly on the bat, under the manufacturer's 


name 

The Western Athletic Conference has 
banned the use of the titanium bat. Sacra 
mento State is a member of the WA( Cal 


18 NOL 

There is obviously a reason why there are 
sO many coaches who are so adamantly 
against the use of this bat in games 

My only question is: why 
There is really no reason to want to use a 
bat other than what has been used forever 
Unless, of course, you think you are at a 
disadvantage 

Using a titanium bat in a game could 
actually be compared to when a 17-year old 
is playing basketball! against his 10-year old 
brother and he “spots” him 20 points 

In sports, like golf, technological advances 
are somewhat necessary tO continue increas 
ing the level of competition. Besides, in golf 
you aren't really aiming at anyone 

A golfer who is on 500-yard hole wants 
the ball to get as far as it possibly can on the 
first stroke. That is fine. But what is the point 
in hitting a ball with potenually dangerous 
power at people who are standing as close as 
20 feev? 

The fact remains that when resources be 
come available, some people want to abuse 
them 

Strahan, on the other hand, won't have 
any part of +t. She says that although CSUS 
recenUy received a Utanium bat from Louis 
ville Slugger, who sponsors the Hornet soft 
ball team, she will never use it in a game 

There are two things at risk with the use of 
the titanium bats: the players’ safety and the 
morality, ethics and integrity of softball 1 
self. 

Mayor League Baseball has held off on the 
use Of aluminum bats for the same reason 
many softball coaches are against titanium 
bats. The only reason aluminum is sull used 
in baseball at the college level is because itis 
much less expensive than wood bats, which 
break too frequently 

Strahan compared the reaction time play 
ers would have against the Utanium bat to 
putting the pitcher seven feet away from the 
batier 

The bats are probably going to be used 
in the upcoming postseason play, which 


is completely ridiculous. They are more 


than likely going to be banned for next 
season, bul for now, | suppose the team 
with the most innovative bat will be con 
sidered the best

nation’s top team, the University of An 


way head coach of the 
zona, has also spoken out against the use 
of these bats in games. Mike Candrea, 
the head coach of the Wildcats, has called 
the bat “terrifying.’ 

If this is what the future holds for sports 
I'll stay in the ‘90s

Professor Richard Bay stirs imagination with puppetry

Jazz music plays from a boom box sitting 
atop a large heater as Sacramento State drama 
professor Richard Bay fleshes out one of his 
Current puppet projects on a piece of graph 
paper. His blue and green flanne! shirt contrasts 
against the white drawing table he is working 
on— the one absent of an pads, a sewing 
machine and various manoneties 

Through puppetry, Bay makes it his busi 
ness to bring magic and fantasy back into the 
lives of adults, many of whom he says have lost 
touch with their creauve sides that allow for the 
expression of childlike imaginauion 

One way he does this is by teaching four 
secuons of drama courses ai Sacramento State 

His puppetry, children's theater and funda- 
menials of recreational drama classes are de 
signed 10 prepare suadents for teaching, yet 
these courses also

imaginabon that 
Bay says 1s 80 of 
ten lost in adults 

“There's thas 
real primal in 
sunct that makes 
us want to beheve 
in magic and 
want to beheve in 
fantasy, but we 
don i get to,” Bay 
says.

The Sacramento native finds that visiung

Bay sees no limit to the powers of creativity 

He tested the creat ve ability of his children's 
theater class once by having them act like a 7 
shirt 

“Students going into teaching need to get in

Bay, who graduated from Sacramento State 
with adegree in drama in 1972, has experienced 
firsthand how children can give up on their 
imaginauon, When his oldest daughter, who is 
now 21, was in fifth grade, she came to him and 
said, ““! can’t draw as well as you sol don’t want 
to do it.” 

“Something is wrong with the education 
system uf all of a sudden in the fifth grade 
children are making judgments about their cre 
alivity, ’ says Bay, who also has an 18-year-old 
daug hier 

Bay says puppetry is 4 useful method of 
teaching because it makes learning fun and 
enhances creativity. He also says that by en 
couraging @ vivid imagination in children 
through puppetry and other forms of drama, 
adults can maimtain a sense of play themselves 

It 1s that sense of play in adults that Bay tnes 
to bing out with his directing of such plays as 
“A Thousand Cranes,” in which puppets and 
actors make up 
the cast

“The Secret of SMUD Castle” is a recent per 
formance created to teach children about en 
ergy efficiency 

Bay says he sull likes to get out and perform 
when ume permits 

Before his classes grew to theu current sizes 
he used to lake them along to workshops at 
elementary schools to give them hands-on ex 
penence with children 

Because of ume constraints, Bay hasn'theld 
any workshops in the last four years 

However, he sull enjoys creaung puppets

Back in the warehouse portion of the shop 
where Bay builds the puppets, a nine-foot tree 
puppet awaiung final construction stands be- 
fore a sea of puppets—hand puppets, man 
oneues, full-sized cloth puppets, paper puppets, 
puppets made from particle board and 
Styrofoam 

Boxes reading “body parts,” “wigs,” “fake 
fur,” “outer fleece,” “records,” fill a large 
wooden storage shelf against the back wall 

Although the room itself is cold, the smiles 
on the lisdless puppets’ faces and the type of 
disorder found only in a frequently used area 
breathe the warmth of life unto this warehouse 

This large workroom, which shows Bay's

Administration stalls on 
Athletics Referendum 


Sacramento State students are wait- 
ing for the CSU chancellor to approve 
the athletics referendum, which would 
raise student fees progressively over 
the next four years to give a financial 
boost to the athletics program. 

They may wait a long time. 

The administration has delayed 
sending of the referendum to the 
chancellor’s office in Long Beach for 
approval until the end of the school 
year. “I haven't had time to get to it,” 
Mernoy Harrison said, Harrison said he 
has been out of his office. for two 
weeks and has focused his attention on 
the Associated Students Inc. athletics 
contract, 

The legality of the referendum has 
been questioned by many students, 
including Ken Kennedy, a senior busi- 
ness major. Kennedy claims the refer- 
endum process violated ASI's own 
bylaws. Kennedy and others have 
watched their complaints and questions 
go unanswered. 

The administration has had a rough 
time with this referendum, and they 
should rightly expect that from such an 
important issue. The administration 





and criticized. Welcome to the “real 
world,’ where people are held account- 
able for their actions. 

This ASI contract will decide how 
the money will be spent by the athletics 
department if the referendum is ap- 
proved by the chancellor. President 
Donald Gerth directed Harrison to 
finish the contract before sending the 
referendum for approval. The adminis- 
tration should get the legal questions 
answered and get the referendum sent 
for approval before worrying about a 
contract that may not even have money 
to spend. 

“The administration has put this issue 
on the back burner they're afraid if 
they send the contract while school is 
in session, the referendum will be met 
with more opposition and the adminis- 
tration will have to answer more ques: 
tions. Nice politicking. 

The chancellor‘s office says it is rare for a 
referendum to take this long to be sent. 

It is time for the administration to put it on 
the front burner and let the students get 
involved. It’s their money that will be paying 
for the athletics program.
